SITZKRIEG COOLS OFF 
COLD FRONT IN KOREA 


While the MIG-15s swarmed unpeacefully into 
Korea, the fur-hatted, felt-booted and ulstered 
f Panmu t the stage for 
on sitzkrieg which brought a brief, queer 
ce to the winter-bitten front, They agreed 
ona provisional cease-fire line and somehow out 
of that came a mysterious directive to United 
ions troops to take it easy. The truce mak- 
s promptly got hung up in a new stalemate 
over future military build-up inspection, wh 
from Seoul to the Little White House in Key 
West a dispute raged over who had ordered a 
sit-down. President Truman denied any cease- 
fire and blamed the press, particularly the As- 
ed Press which hinted he himself had or- 
dered the halt in the fighting. 

However unpolitic the lull seemed to P: 
dent Truman, it was real and welcome in the 
where Lire Correspondent John Dille 
found Gls more sted in digging in for win- 
ter than in digging out the enemy. 

“During the night of Noy. 27,” wrote Dille, 
“instructions went down to all units. Platoon 
leaders, who got the word from company com- 
manders, who got it from battalions, which had 
in turn been briefed by regiments, which got it 
from division, plodded through the snow from 
hole to hole to inform their men that they were 
to fire only in self-defense, that the artillery 
would fire only on active enemy artillery and 
that patrols would go out only to collect infor- 
mation. All this happened because the U. 
command wanted immick to test the Com- 
munists’ desire for real peace. We would sit on 
the accepted line and make a clear demonstra- 
tion of our good faith. The maneuver would put 
the burden of proof on the enemy. Though the 
scheme involved plans of high military secrecy 
the secret could not be kept because its very 
nature demanded that it be disseminated all 
through the ranks. What followed was utter 
confusion. Correspondents who had actually 
heard officers ordering their men to hold their 
fire felt free to write what they had heard and 
seen. Some stories made it sound that an actual 
cease-fire had been ordered (not true, since U.N. 
troops had orders to shoot if the enemy did). 
‘The U.N.’s ground commander, General James 
Van Fleet, found himself in the unhappy posi- 
tion of playing down a politically desirable lull 
to attain the military necessity of keeping his 
Eighth Army on its toes. As the week ended, 
the GIs were getting set for the long cold haul.”

Winter came to the front with cold rain that 
turned to snow and then to blizzard. Con 
spondent Dille found some Gls betting on peace

SAME THE WHOLE WORLD OVER

pany-maintained house, car or gardener, in liew 
of a salary raise that would just go to the gov- 
ernment.

Even gov- 
ernment officials are charged with doing the 
same with taxpayers’ money. Since individual 
Japanese no longer have enough money after 
taxes to keep the girls in the style they are 
trained for, a way around the taxes had to be 
found. 

‘The Japanese blame this on “too much de- 
mocracy.” That word has survived a lot of queer 
meanings in recent years, but now it has a new 
one: tax rates so high they are avoided at the 
source. 
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THE STRENGTH OF WARAY TRUMAN 


COULD HE WIN IN 52? ONLY THE VOTERS HAVE MORE POWER 


The man who graces Lire’s cover this week is 
obviously enjoying well-earned relaxation. 
Elsewhere heis seen (pp. 67-76) as aman who 
permits himself the harmless vanity of nifty 
clothes. But the most interesting question 
about Mr. Truman in 1951 is whether Ma- 
jority Leader John McCormack spoke true 
Tet week when he predicted that Truman 
will run in ’52 and “will certainly win.” 

Most Democratic job holders take alarm 
at any whisper from the White House that 
Harry is tired of it all. He is their darling, 
their meal ticket and their leader. Jonathan 
Daniels, Mr. Truman's biographer, recent- 
ly gave in one flat sentence the true declara- 
tion of enduring party faith. “They can’t 
beat Truman,” he wrote. Even if he wants 
to bow out, Mr. Truman will find it difficult 
to betray such confidence. 

Assuming he does run, just how strong 
is Mr. Truman? Since 1948 no politician, 
let alone an editor, is likely to underrate 
him again. Mr. Truman has ‘three great po- 
litical assets all his own. He is the most 
average of average men. He has courage. 
He is a cunning master of that crafty trade, 
polities. 

Take his averageness. In any other cir- 
cumstance of time or place Mr. Truman 
would be unknown to history. But his pres- 
ence in the White House is astounding proof 
that “any American can be president.” The 
average citizen whose limitations Mr. Tru- 
man mirrors takes a just pride in that. More- 
over, Mr. Truman’s averageness tells him 
what other average men are thinking, what 
they are afraid of, how they hope to get 
ahead, what they want to hear. Mr. Truman 
often does not seem to understand the con- 
sequences of his own ideas. But when he is 
driving toward a concrete goal—such as get- 
ting re-elected—he is unmatched in his abil- 
ity to communicate with the average voter. 

In his political speeches one paragraph 
often directly contradicts another, but no 
one can say that they do not get across. He is 
for balancing the budget but not cutting gov- 
ernment spending. He scoffs at the threat of 
socialism but his own Fair Deal is a blueprint 
for socialism. He is against high prices and for 

igh wages. He can snarl at the interests like 
William Jennings Bryan, and outdo Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt in conjuring up visions of 
eternal peace, prosperity and the better life. 

Mr. Truman’s averageness is a great polit- 
ical asset. It will become a liability only when 
the average man decides that averageness 
is no longer good enough for the highest po- 
litical office in the world. 

Like so many other Americans (average 
and not so average) who are proving it in 
Korea, Mr. Truman has courage. He can act 
decisively in crisis. He showed this when he 
defied his own party in 1948, refused to ab- 
dicate and went on to win the presidency in 
his own name. He had previously shown it in 
France in 1918, in his defiance of John L. 
Lewis in 1946 and on other occasions. His for- 
eign policy in the last six years repeatedly 
has brought this country to the very brink of 
disaster, but that disaster has been averted 


at the last moment by Mr, Truman himself. 
He hastily but tavely improvised the Tru- 
man doctrine after his inaction had almost 
ea Greece to the Communists. His Far 
Eastern policy, or again rather the lack of it, 
lost us China and invited the North Korean 
attack, but his decision to resist armed ag- 
gression was emphatically the right one. Mr. 
Truman has acted under the compulsion of 
events, but he has acted. That will remain 
a political asset until people tire of govern- 
ment by crisis, which puts such a showy pre- 
mium on courage, and demand instead a gov- 
ernment of competence and foresight. 

Mr. Truman’s third asset is his under- 
standing of practical politics—the art of 
staying in office. He has always followed the 
rule that to win in politics you must at all 
times play politics to win, relentlessly, un- 
ceasingly, giving no quarter and expecting 
none. From his patron, Boss Pendergast, 
Mr. Truman learned well. He has long known 
that it is not necessarily a bad thing, politi- 
cally, to defend even those whose hands have 
been caught in the till, so long as you are not 
involved personally. His loyalty to lesser 
men in trouble in turn inspires fanatical loy- 
alty in lesser men. He understands the art of 
trading. He recently traded a federal judge- 
ship in Minnesota for a Republican governor 
in the hope that this might weaken the op- 
position hold on a key state. He understands 
the weakness of weak men. The stronger 
and more high-prineipled does the Southern 
states’ rights movement appear to grow, the 
more skillfully does he play on the South's 
weakness for federal patronage. More than 
most presidents, he keeps close control of pa- 
tronage, making all party men accountable 
to him. Mr. Truman’s grasp of politics and 
of his party’s machinery will remain an asset 
until the people hold him to blame for the sea 
of corruption that is already lapping around 
the White House sill. 

Such are the personal political assets of 
Harry S. Truman. It is important for every- 
one that the Republicans correctly assay 
him. But his greatest advantage against 
them is not personal. It is this double-edged 
fact: an incumbent always has the advan- 
tage in prosperous times, and this natural 
advantage has been enlarged enormously by 
the terrific expansion of government activ- 
ity, not only since 1933, but since the war. 
As noted here last week, Mr. Truman has 
collected more taxes than all his 31 prede- 
cessors put together. He runs the hugest bu- 
reaucracy in the democratic world. He and 
his party have a say in how one fourth of all 
our national income is spent. Abroad, he has 
such influence for peace or war, hope or dis- 
aster, that his power at home is still further 
magnified through the people’s fears and in- 
stinct for solidarity. 

Harry S. Truman, the average, coura- 
geous, shrewd professional politician, dis- 
poses of a quantity of tangible power that is 
without precedent in America. That is his 
greatest political asset, until the people rec- 
ognize it as their greatest political danger. 
That is the underlying issue of ’52.

SILENCE DESCENDS ON The CITY 


All of a sudden its traffic is halted and its people are whisked out of sight 


For seven strange minutes last week, the streets of New 
York City were stiller than they had ever been in daytime. 
Uptown, the loudest noises that could be heard were the 
cooings of the pigeons or the occasional barking of a per- 
plexed dog. No buses, trucks, taxis or private cars moved. 
On the avenues and along the side streets the traffic had 
pulled over to the curbs and here and there an empty auto 
stood with its engine idling, as though its driver had been 
pulled bodily from the wheel.

approaches were barren slabs of paving. The huge termi- 
nals serving the railroads, the airlines and the buses, which 
only a moment before had been crowded, were deserted. 
The clocks ticked audibly and only a few papers littered the 
floor; the people had disappeared. Down on the usually 
deafening wharves at Fulton Fish Market the only sounds 
were the lap of the waves, the scream of the gulls and the clop 
of a horse’s hoofs as a mounted patrolman passed. Although 
it was midmorning on a working weekday, Fifth Avenue 
(left) was quieter than on any Sunday dawn.

A VISIT FROM 


ST. NICHOLAS 


HERE IS MOORBE’S CLASSIC 


In New York City early in the 19th Century, Clement C. Moore was 
known as an erudite professor of Greek and Oriental literature. At the 
age of 30 he had composed A Compendious Lexicon of the Hebrew Lan- 
guage and four years later he had won 19-year-old Catharine Taylor as a 
bride by wooing her in six languages. But all of these scholarly feats have 
long been eclipsed by a set of jingling verses which Moore dashed off in 
1822 as a Christmas gift to his children. The idea for them came to Moore 
as he was driving home in a sleigh one December evening and he jotted 
them down before dinner. On Christmas Eve he recited the poem, A 
Visit From St. Nicholas, to his children, who were so delighted with it 
that they passed it on to their friends. One friend sent it the following 
year to a newspaper in Troy, N.Y. where it was published anonymously.

Instantly the paper was besieged with requests for the name of the au- 
thor, and newspapers all over the U.S. and Europe began to copy it. In 
the Moore household the poem continued to be a favorite long after the 
children had grown up, and in 1855 Moore’s daughter Mary made a little 
book of it as a special Christmas present for her husband, John Ogden. 
In an ornate “Gothic” script she carefully inscribed the verses and dec- 
orated the pages with scenes of the old house in the Chelsea section of 
New York where she and her eight brothers and sisters heard the poem 
recited by their father every Christmas. On the following pages Lire re- 
produces for the first time this rare edition of “The Night before Christ- 
mas.” As the reader will notice, the pages are not printed in their normal 
sequence, but their order is proper in the arrangement shown below.

Wald, says 
Krasna, “is like a dentist who thinks he has to fill every tooth in the 
world.” And it is probable that, whether Hughes picks up their option 
or not, the world will never leave off hearing the sound of the drill.

In his highly technical skill, the sonarman must 
be trained to precision. On him alone, listening 
through the long watches in the darkness of a 
destroyer’s or a submarine’s hull, may rest the 
life of his ship or of an entire convoy. Aboard 
ip sonarmen work in a team, with eac 
performing special function 
uring, identifying and reporting, Their sonar 
does not actually record sound but detects the 
enemy by making sound of its own. On a de 
stroyer the sonar’s noisemaker (a transducer) 
is fastened to the ship’s bottom and projects 
into the water in all directions periodic bur 
of electrically produced supersonic noise which 
are louder than pistol shots.

After the submarine the next most menacing 
weapon of the Russian navy is one of the oldest 
known pieces of naval ordnance, the underwa- 
ter mine, which was used by the Chinese in 100 
B.C. Though the mine is a stationary thing, 
moored to or lying on the sea bottom, it is both 
an offensive and defensive weapon. The Rus- 
sians would not only defend their beaches and 
ports with minefields but would attempt to lay 
them—by submarine or by parachuting them 
from the air—at strategically narrow points 
along thesea lanes and even across U.S. harbors, 
thus choking off our supply lines at the source.

GOLDEN DAYS OF THE WEST 


Newly published letter by Theodore Roosevelt tells of a rousing trip in 1903 
to land of old Rough Rider pals and other “thoroughly good American citizens” 


Oyster Bay, August 9, 1903 
EAR Joun: Now I shall sit down and en- 
deavor to keep my promise to write 
you something of what happened on the 
western trip. But I do not believe I can 
pane down as with [Secretary of the Nav 
Moody’s assistance I told it when we were 
dining at your house. It was Moody’s in- 
tense interest in what he called my “neigh- 
borhood gossip” that first made me think 
that there really was an interesting side to 
this gossip—chiefly because of the side 
lights itcast on our waysand methods of life 
in the golden days when themen of the van- 
ishing frontier still lived in the Vi 
For four days after leaving Washington 
I was in the thick of civilization, I left on Wednesday. Thursday I 
spent in Chicago. I went to the University of Chicago and the North- 
western University; made such addresses as I would have made to 
college men anywhere and spoke that night in the Auditorium on the 
Monroe Doctrine. The next day I struck Wisconsin and, the day after, 
Minnesota. In both States I was greeted with bellowing enthusiasm. 
Wherever I stopped at a small city or country town I was greeted by 
the usual shy, self-conscious, awkward body of local committeemen, 
and spoke to the usual audience of thoroughly good American ci 
zens—a term I can use ina private letter to you without being thought 
demagogic! That is, the audience consisted partly of the townspeople, 
but even more largely of rough-coated, hard-headed, gaunt, sinewy 
farmers and hired hands from all the neighborhood, who had driven 
in with their wives and daughters and often with their children, from 
10 or 20 or even 30 miles round about. For all the superficial differ- 
ences between us, down at bottom these men and I think a good deal 
alike, or at least have the same ideals, and I am always sure of rei 
ing them in speeches which many of my Harvard friends would think 
not only homely but commonplace. There were two bodies which were 
always gathered to greet me—the veterans and the schoolchildren. 
The veterans felt that I had fought too, 
and they claimed a certain right of com- 
radeship with me which really touched me 
deeply. Whatever their faults and short- 
comings, and however much in practice 
they had failed to come up to their ideal, 
yet they had this ideal, and they had fought 
for it in their youth of long ago for the 
sake of being true to the purposes, half hid- 
den often from themselves, which spurred 
them onward to victory. I have trouble 
enough, heaven knows, with the unrea- 
sonable demands which the veterans make 
on me all the time but after all it is because 
of what they did that I am President at 
all, or that we have a country at all; and 
whenever I see in an audience a grim-fea- 
tured old fellow with a hickory shirt and 
no collar or cravat and only one gallus to 
keep up his trousers, but with a Grand 
Army button in his buttonhole, there is a 
man to whom, if I am only able to strike 
the right note, I-can surely appeal in the 
name of something loftier and better than 
his mere material well-being or advantage. 
The population of each place invariably 
took the greatest pride in showing off the 
children. Children always interest me—I 
am very fond of my own!—and it touches 
me to see a hard-working father, evidently

in his holiday best, carrying one child, also 
in its holiday best, with three or four oth- 
ers tagging after him to “see the Presi- 
try dent,” while for the woman, who in most 
cases cannot go out at all unless she takes 
her entire brood with her, I have the live- 
liest sympathy and respect. I hope you 
won't think it absurd, but it was a real 
satisfaction to me to feel that the hard- 
worked mother of a large family felt a glow 
of pride and comfort when she showed that 
family to the President and felt that he 
deemed her worthy of respect and thanks 
as having done her part well by the Re- 
public. If only we can make the man or 
the woman who, in the home or out of the 
home, does well his or her hard duty, feel that at least there is a recog- 
nition of respect because of that duty being well performed, we shall 
be by just so much ahead as a nation, 

On Sunday I struck Sioux Falls and began to get into the real West, 
the Far West, the country where I had worked and played for many 
years, and with whose people I felt a bond of sympathy which could 
not be broken by very manifest shortcomings on either part. Senator 
Kittredge was on hand to receive me. Not being himself a churchgoing 
man, he had naturally fallen helpless when faced with the church prob- 
lem, and I found he had committed me to a morning and an evening 
ser But I enjoyed both, contrary to my expectations. Between 
services I took an afternoon [horseback] ride of 20 miles. From this 
time on I wasable to get good long rides each Sunday, and Iamsure that 
they did much toward keeping me in good trim throughout the trip. 

Next day I went north through South Dakota, stopping at place 
after place, sometimes speaking from the end of the train, sometimes 
going in solemn procession with the local notables to a stand specially 
erected for the occasion, the procession being headed by the town brass 
band, which usually played Hail to the Chief'as a brilliant novelty when 
I stepped off the train. The following day I went west along the North- 

ern Pacific through North Dakota. As soon 
as I got west of the Missouri I came into 
my own former stamping ground. At every 
station there was somebody who remem- 
bered my riding in there when the Little 
Missouri roundup went down to the In- 
dian reservation and then worked north 
across the Cannon Ball and up Knife and 
Green Rivers; or who had been an inter- 
ested and possibly malevolent spectator 
when I had ridden east with other repre- 
sentatives of the cow men to hold a solemn, 
council with the leading grangers on the 
vexed subject of mavericks; or who had 
been hired as a train hand when I had been 
taking a load of cattle to Chicago, and who 
remembered well how he and I at the stop- 
pages had run frantically down the line of 
the cars and with our poles jabbed the un- 
fortunate cattle who had lain down, until 
they again stood up and thereby gave 
themselves a chance for their lives; and 
who remembered how when the train start- 
ed we had to clamber hurriedly aboard and 
make our way back to the caboose along 
the tops of the cattle cars. At Mandan two 
of my old cow hands, Sylvane and Joe Fer- 
¥ ris, joined me. At Dickinson all of the older 
people had known me and the whole town 
turned out with wild and not entirely

sober enthusiasm. [Roosevelt once owned a ranch at Medora, N. Dak. 
In 1884 after the death of his first wife, he lived there for two years.] 
It was difficult to make them much of a speech as theresvere dozens 
of men each earnestly desirous of recalling to my mind some special 
incident. One man, how he helped me bring in my cattle to ship, and 
how a blue roan steer broke away leading a bunch which it took him 
and me three hours to round up and bring back; another, how 17 
years before I had come in a freight train from Medora to deliver 
the Fourth of July oration; another, a gray-eyed individual named 
Paddock, who during my early years at Medora had shot and killed 
an equally objectionable individual named Livingstone, reminded me 
how just 20 years before, when I was on my first buffalo hunt, he 
loaned me the hammer off his Sharp’s rifle to replace the broken ham- 
mer of mine; another recalled the time when he and I worked on the 
roundup as partners, going with the Little Missouri outfit from the 
head of the Box Alder to the mouth of the Big Beaver, and then strik- 
ing over to represent the Little Missouri brands on the Yellowstone 
roundup; yet another recalled the time when I as deputy sheriff of 
Billings County had brought in the three cattle thieves named Red 
Finnigan, Dutch Chris and the Half Breed to his keeping, he being 
then sheriff in Dickinson, etc., etc., etc. At Medora, which we reached 
after dark, the entire population of the Bad Lands down to the small- 
est baby had gathered to meet me. The older men and women I knew 
well; the younger ones had been wild, towheaded children when I lived 
and worked along the Little Missouri. I had spent nights in their 
ranches. I had killed buffalo and elk, deer and antelope with some of 
the men. With others I had worked on the trail, on the calf roundup, 
on the beef roundup. We had been together on occasions which we 
still remembered when some bold rider met his death in trying to stop 
astampede, in riding a mean horse, or in the quicksands of some swol- 
len river which he sought to swim. They all felt I was their man, their 
old friend; and even if they had been hostile to me in the old days 
when we were divided by the sinister bickering and jealousies and ha- 
treds of all frontier communities, they now firmly believed the; cy had 
always been my staunch friends and admirers. They had all gathered 
in the town hall, which was draped for a dance—young children, ba- 
bies, everybody being present. I shook hands with them all and al- 
most each one had some memory of special association with me which 
he or she wished to discuss. I only regretted that I could not spend 
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three hours with them. When I left them they were starting to finish 
the celebration by a dance. 

I struck down by the Burlington across northwestern Wyoming, 
which I had known so well in the old days. Except for the railroad it 
seemed very little changed. The plains rivers, winding in thin streams 
through their broad, sandy beds fringed with cottonwoods, the bar- 
ren hills, and great sagebrush plains all looked just as they did when 
Thad crossed them looking for lost horses, or hunting game, or driv- 
ing the branded herds to market or to new pastures. Each little town, 
however, was in gala attire, the ranchmen having driven or ridden 
clad in their rough coats, often of wolf skin; the chief citizens of the 
town always stiff and stern in their very best clothing; the little boys 
marshaled by their teachers without having any very clear idea why; 
and the little girls, each in her Sunday best, and most of them with 
some gift of wildflowers for me. At Edgemont, where a contingent of 
Black Hills miners joined us, we had the orthodox cowboy sports. 


Hell-roaring Bill Jones 


JHEN I reached the Yellowstone Park, Major Pitcher said to me, 

“By the way, Mr. President, an old friend of yours named Bill 
jones has been very anxious to see you, but I am sorry to say he has 
got so drunk that we had to take him out into the sagebrush. I will 
try to have him meet you before we leave the Park.” Sure enough 
when I was leaving the Park, Bill Jones turned up. He had been sheriff 
of Billings County when I was on the ranch and I had been deputy 
under him. Our positions relative to one another had crisscrossed in 
public and private life. As a private citizen I was the owner of the 
ranch and he was one of my hired hands, but in public position he 
was the sheriff and I his deputy. His real name was not Bill Jones, 
and there were in the county at that time two other Bill Joneses—the 
name in each case being assumed because the owner did not think it 
advisable to go under his rightful title. To distinguish the sheriff from 
the other two Bill Joneses, 0 one of whom was known as Texas Bill and 
the other as Three-Seven Bill, he (the sheriff) was always called Hell- 
Roaring Bill Jones. He was a very good official when sober, and a 
trustworthy, hard-working man while in my employ; but on his occa- 
sional sprees he got very drunk indeed and then he swore a great deal 
and shot occasionally. The first time I ever saw Seth Bullock I had 
gone south with a wagon from Medora to the Belle Fourche. Bill Jones 
was driving the wagon. Sylvane Ferris and I were riding. We looked 
pretty rough when we struck the Belle Fourche—as Bill Jones ex- 
pressed it, we looked exactly like an outfit of tinhorn gamblers; and 
when somebody asked Seth Bullock to meet us he at first expressed 
disinclination. Then he was told that I was the Civil Service Com- 
missioner, upon which he remarked genially, “Well, anything civil 
goes with me,” and strolled over 
to be introduced. 

On this trip down, the casual 
conversation between Sylvane 
and Bill cast some side lights on 
Bill’s past career, Happening to 
learn that he had been a constable 
in Bismarck but had resigned, I 
asked him why, whereupon he 
answered, “Well, I beat the may- 
or over the head with my gun one 
day. The mayor he didn’t mind 
it, but the superintendent of po- 
lice he said he guessed I'd better 
resign” —his evident feeling be- 
ing that the superintendent of 
police had shown himself a mere 
martinet. 

There was also a good deal of 
talk about a lunatic, and some 
cross-questioning brought out a 
story which cast light on the fron- 
tier theory of care for the insane. Sylvane began—“Well, the way of 
it was this. That lunatic he was on the train and he up and he shot the 
newsboy, and at first they wasn’t going to do anything to him because 
they just thought he had it in for the, newsboy. But someone said, 
‘Why, he’s plumb crazy and is liable to shoot one of us’—and then 
they threw him off the train.” It was at Medora where this incident 
occurred, and it appeared that on demand being made for some official 
to take charge of the murderer, Sheriff Jones came forward. Here he 
took up the tale himself: “The more fool I! Why, that lunatic didn’t 
have his right senses. At first he wouldn’t eat, till me and Snyder got 
him down in the shavings and made him eat!” (Snyder was a huge, 
happy-go-lucky cowpuncher, at that time Bill Jones’s deputy.) Jones

My next three days after leaving Wyoming were 
very hard and rather monotonous. I went through 
Nebraska, Towa and northeastern Missouri. I 
spoke at dozens of prosperous towns, in each case 
to many thousands of most friendly and often en- 
thusiastic citizens. I genuinely liked and respected 
them all. admired the thrift and indeed the beauty 
both of the country and the towns—and I could 
not to save my neck differentiate one town from 
another or one crowd from another. Moreover, 
much though I liked them and glad though I was 
to see them, it was inevitable that I should begin 
repeating myself unless I wished to become merely 
fatuous; and I was glad on the evening of the 29th 
to get to St. Louis. The next day, April 30th, I sol- 
emnly opened the World’s Fair. The city was filled 
with enormous crowds. Everybody was enthusi- 
astic and friendly, and the arrangements at the 


fair itself represented confusion worse confound- 
ed. The drive through the multitudes; the scram- 
bling, pushing, shoving lunch in a densely packed 
tent; the shouting address in the great hall to 40 
thousand people, at least 20 thousand of whom 
could not hear one word I said—all this was of a 
kind with which you are thoroughly familiar. The 
next two days in Kansas City, Mo., and then west- 
ward through Kansas, were but repetitions of those 
in Nebraska and Iowa. 


Josiah the badger 


INDAY, May 2nd, we spent in a little ranch 

town in the extreme western part of the Kansas 
plains. Like Medora it was a regular town of the 
cow country, but it rejoiced in a church, although 
not in a preacher. The lack was supplied by drain- 
ing the country for a hundred miles east and pro- 
ducing a Presbyterian, a Methodist and a dear old 
German Lutheran. I think every ranch within a 
radius of 40 or 50 miles sentits occupants to church 
that day, and the church was jammed. My own pew 
was the only one that did not bulge with occupants. 
There were two very nice little girls standing in the 
aisle beside me. I invited them in and we all three 
sang out of the same hymnbook. They were in their 
Sunday best and brown, sunburned little 
arms and faces had been scrubbed till they almost 
shone. I got a ride in the afternoon and on return- 
ing found that all the population that had not left 
was gathered solemnly around the train, Among 
the rest there was a little girl who asked me if I 
would like a baby badger which she said her broth- 
er Josiah had just caught. I said I would, and an 
hour or two later the badger turned up from the 
little girl’s father’s ranch some three miles out of 
town. The little girl had several other little girls 
with her, all in arched Sunday clothes and 
ribbon-tied pigtails. One of them was the sheriff's 
daughter, and I saw her nudging the sheriff, try- 
ing to get him to make some request, which he re- 
fused. So I asked what it was and found that the 
seven little girls were exc anxious to see 
the inside of my car, and accordingly I took them 
all in. The pr arrangements struck them as 
being literally palatial—magnificent. The whole 
population of the pl 
man sleepers and dining cars just as Mark Twa 
describes the people along the banks of the Missis- 
sippi as formerly looking at the Mississippi steam- 
ers, and for the same reasons. I liked the little girls 
so much that I regretted having nothing to give 
them but flowers; and they reciprocated my liking 
with warm Western enthusiasm, for they hung 
about the car until it grew dark, either waving their 
hands to me or kissing their hands to me whenev: 
I appeared at the window. The badger was chi 
tened Josiah and became from that time an inmate 
of the train until my return home, when he received 
a somewhat stormy welcome from the children, 
and is now one of the household. The numerous 
gifts I received on the trip, by the way, includ- 
ed not only the badger but two bears, a lizard, a 
horned toad and a horse. 


Chuck-wagon breakfast 
Nex day we entered Colorado, and at the first 


stopping place the riders ofaroundup had come 
in to greet me, bringing the chuck wagon. They had 
kindled a fire and cooked breakfast in expectation 
of my arrival. It seemed absurd to get off and eat 
at the tail end of a chuck wagon in a top hat and 
a frock coat, but they were so heartbroken by my 
refusal that I finally did. The rest of the day was 
of the ordinary type. Denver, Colorado Springs 
and Pueblo showed the usual features—enormous 
crowds, processions, masses of schoolchildren, lo- 
cal Grand Army posts; universal kindliness and 
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ORATOR ROOSEVELT spoke atop table in Hannibal, 
Mo. While privileged citizens sat, others climbed poles. 
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friendliness; little girls dressed up as Goddesses of Liberty; mis- 
guided enthusiasts who nearly drove the horses mad by dumping 
huge baskets of flowers over them and us as we drove by favorable 
windows; other misguided enthusiasts who endeavored to head 
stampedes to shake my hand and felt deeply injured when repulsed 
by the secret service men and local policemen, etc., etc. But in the 
evening when I reached Trinidad I struck into the wild country 
once more. Do you remember that letter from Captain Llewellyn, 
which ran as follows? 


My dear Colonel: 

Thave the honor to report that comrade Ritchie late of Troop 

Gis in jail at Trinidad, Colo. on a charge of murder. It seems that 

our comrade was out at a small town some twelve miles from Trin- 

idad, Aguillar, when he became involved in a controversy and said 
controversy terminated in his killing his man. I have just re- 
ceived a long letter from our comrade giving his version of the 
little affair, and it appears from said version that the fellow he 
killed called him very bad names, even going as far as to cast re« 
flections on the legitimacy of our comrade’s birth. He killed the 
fellow instantly, shooting him in the heart. 

Ritchie was one of the boys in Troop G and was a splendid sol- 
dier and I am going to see that he has a first-class defense, 

This is about all the news regarding the comrades in this neck 

of the woods. Was out at the Penitentiary yesterday, and had a 

very pleasant visit with comrade Frank Brito whom you will re- 

member was sent to the Penitentiary from Silver City for killing 
his sister-in-law and he is very anxious to get out. You will doubt- 
less recall the fact that he was shooting at his wife at the time he 
killed his sister-in-law. Since he has been in the Penitentiary his 
wife has ran off with Comrade Coyne of Troop H, going to Mexico. 

This incident has tended to turn popular sentiment strongly in 

Brito’s favor. 

Well, two days later at Trini ined me. He explained 
to me how he had happened to kill his man. It appears that Ritchie, 
who is a justice of the peace, had, as he expressed it, “‘sat into a 
poker game” with several friends and a stranger. The stranger had 
bad Iuck and grew very abusive. Ritchie appears to tend bar as well 
as to be a justice of the peace, and when the stranger became too 
abusive he got up and walked behind the bar to get his gun. His 
friends appreciated the situation and either got outside the room or 
Jay down. But the stranger leaped after him, endeavoring to wrench 
his pistol from his hip pocket, with much foul language, and Ritchie 
shot him. “Had he drawn his gun, Ritchie?” said I. “He didn’t have 
time, Colonel,” answered Ritchie simply. Ritchie was acquitted. , 

Next day we spent in New Mexico, stopping at Santa Fe and Al- 
buquerque. Santa Fe interested me particularly. One of the men 
of my regiment, of pure Mexican origin, Sergeant Amigo, had been 
blessed by the arrival of a baby shortly before I came to Santa Fe, 
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and nothing would do but that I must stand sponsor for it. He was 
a Catholic, but the Bishop made no objections and, accordingly, 
lighted taper in hand, I stood solemnly behind the father and moth- 
er while the baby was christened in the old adobe mission cathedral. 

That evening the train went through the waterless desert coun- 
try of New Mexico, a desolate land but always attractive with its 
strange coloring and outline. Next day we spent at the Canyon of 
the Colorado, to me the most impressive piece of scenery I have 
ever looked at. I don’t exactly know what words to use in describ- 
ing it. It is beautiful and terrible and unearthly It made me feel 
as if I were gazing at a sunset of strange and awful splendor. When 
I was not looking at the canyon I was riding some 40 miles with 
assorted members of my regiment, from the governor of Arizona 
down—including Ben Daniels, he whose ear was bitten off when he 
was marshal of Dodge City, and whose appointment as marshal of 
Arizona, a proper recognition for his excellent fighting record in 
my regiment, had been revoked because it turned out he had been 
three years in the penitentiary for robbery under arms, 

The Pacific Coast trip I shall not try to describe. After we got 
out of the Mojave Desert, with its burning plains and waterless 
mountains, its cactus and fantastic yucca trees, we crossed the Cas- 
cades and came at once into that wonderful paradise of southern 
California—a veritable hotbed of fruits and flowers. It is an inter- 
esting country and I think will produce a new type. 

In San Francisco I was received with bellowing hospitality and 
passed three wild days. There was not much to distinguish it from 
a visit to any other of our big cities except the way in which here, 
and from this time on, I was given gifts—a gold goblet by the Board 
of Trade of San Francisco; a gold ash receiver from the Arctic Broth- 
erhood at Seattle (a collection of exceedingly well-dressed men and 
women who had come down from the Klondike), a gold vase, silver 
and copper vases and drinking cups, ete., etc. 

After visiting the Yosemite I went northward to Oregon and 
Washington. Puget Sound impressed me greatly. I suppose our ch 
dren will see some city thereon, probably Seatile, containing a mil- 
lion inhabitants. 

From Washington I turned eastward and when I struck north- 
ern Montana again came to my old stamping grounds and amon; 
my old friends. I met all kinds of queer characters with whom I hat 
hunted and worked and slept and sometimes fought. From Helena 
I went southward to Butte, reaching that city in the afternoon of 
May 27th. By this time Seth Bullock had joined us. The wicked, 
wealthy, hospitable, full-blooded little city of Butte welcomed me 
with wild enthusiasm of the most disorderly kind, 


Full of enthusiasm and whisky 


wearing for the first time in his life a top hat and a frock coat, 

he better to do honor to the President. The ordinary procession 
in barouches was rather more exhilarating than usual. The crowd 
was filled with whooping enthusiasm and every kind of whisky, and 
in their desire to be sociable broke the lines and jammed right up 
to the carriage. Of course the city is a hotbed of violent anarchy, 
Seth Bullock accordingly had gone down three days in advance and 
had organized for my personal protection a bodyguard composed 
of old friends of his on whom he could rely, for the most part tough 
citizens and all of them very quick with a gun. By occupation they 
were, as he casually mentioned, for the major part gamblers and 
“sure thing” men. But they had no sympathy whatever with an- 
archy in any form. They thoroughly believed in men of wealth, for 
they wished to prey on them, These men kept a close watch over 
all who approached me, and I was far less nervous about being shot 
myself than about their shooting some exuberant enthusiast with 
peaceful intentions. However, nobody made a motion to attack me. 
At one point the carriage was brought to a stop while a dozen large 
burly men fought their way through the crowd till they got to it. 
I stood up while a bull-throated man with a red face and a foghorn 
voice bellowed an address of welcome on behalf of the citizens of 
Anaconda, and presented me from them a really handsome copper 
and silver vase. When we reached one hotel I made an address to 
the entire population of Butte, which was gathered in the cross 
streets helow; and then the mayor presented me with a large silver 
loving cup in behalf of the Butte people. 

My address was felt to be honor enough for one hotel, and the 
dinner was given in the other. When the dinner was announced the 
mayor led me in—or to speak more accurately, tucked me under 
one arm and lifted me partially off the ground, so that I felt as if I 
looked like one of those limp dolls with dangling legs carried around 
by small children. As soon as we got in the banquet hall and sat at 
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the head of the table the mayor hammered lustily with the handle 

of his knife and announced, “Waiter, bring on the feed!” Then in 
a spirit of pure kindliness he added, “Waiter, pull up the curtains 
and let the people see the President eat!”’—but to this I objected. 
The dinner was soon in full swing and it was interesting in many 
lregards, In Butte every prominent man is a millionaire, a profes- 
sional gambler or a labor leader; and generally he has been all three. 
As they drank great goblets of wine the sweat glistened on their 
hard, strong, crafty faces. The millionaires had been laboring men 
once; the labor leaders intended to be millionaires in their turn or 
else to pull down all who were. They had made money in mines; 
they had spent it on the races, in other mines, or in gambling and 
every form of vicious luxury. But they were strong men for all that. 
They had built up their part of the West. 

At 10 o’clock when the train pulled out I stood on the rear plat- 
form while numerous friends howled and fired their guns in the air. 
| From the shouting and the popping of guns Butte evidently in- 
-tended to continue the celebration through the night. 
| Next day we went through Idaho, and at Boise City, as at Wal- 

la Walla and Spokane and so many other of these Far Western 
towns, I was struck by the growing beauty of the town, by the 
trees, the well-built public library, the good taste and refinement 
evident in the dress, the bearing and the homes of so many of the 
men and women. 

When we got into Wyoming we now and then came across indi- 
viduals whom [Seth Bullock] had arrested but who had now re- 
formed, or men for or against whom he had fought. Among them 
were occasional people I had had some connection with. I had ar- 
rested a rather well-meaning but worthless young fellow named 
Calamity Joe who had become involved in horse stealing. I took 
him down to Mandan, and the night before the trial he and I and 
the judge all slept in one room with two beds; and as the judge felt 
it undignified to sleep with a horse thief he slept with me instead. It 
proved afterwards that Calamity was a nephew of Senator Dietrich. 

Seth was telling of an Indian fight in which one of his compan- 
ions was named—Bill Hamilton. I asked if this was the father of 
the Bill Hamilton who, under the name of Three-Seven Bill Jones, 
had heen foreman of a cow outfit in the Little Missouri country. 
It proved that the latter was his son. I knew the son well. I had 
been over at Mingersville, and in the wretched little hotel had been 
put in a room with two beds and three other men, one of them Bill 
Jones. He and I had slept in the same bed. In the middle of the 
night there was a crash, the door was burst in, a lantern was flashed 
in my face, and as I waked up I found a gun had been thrust in 
my face too. But I was dropped at once, a man saying, “He ain’t 
the man. Here—here he is, Now, Bill, come along quietly.” Bill 
responded, “All right, don’t sweat yourselves. I'm coming quietly”; 
and they walked out of the room. We lit a light. I tried to find out 
from my companions the reason of what had happened, but they 
possessed the alkali etiquette in such matters, the chief features of 
which are silence, wooden impassiveness, and uncommunicative- 
ness. So we blew out the light and went to sleep again. 

In this same hotel, by the way, I had more than one odd experi- 
ence. It was the place where I was shot at by the fellow who had 
been on a spree and had shot up the face of the clock. By watching 
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my chance I was able to knock him down, his head hitting the corner 
of the bar as he went down, so that he was knocked senseless. Upon 
another occasion I had a small room with one bed to myself upstairs, 
and had sat up to read, for I usually carried a book in my saddle 
pocket. Everyone had gone to sleep, when a cowboy arrived very 
drunk, yelling and shooting as he galloped through the darkness. 
When the host finally opened the door in response to repeated 
thumps the sounds below told that he at first had cause to regret 
having done so. Evidently the puncher seized him, half in play and 
half in enmity, jammed his gun against him, and then started to 
waltz around the room with him. The agonized appeals of the host 
came upward. “Jim, don’t! Don’t, Jim! Trl go off! Jim, it'll go 
off!” Jim’s response was not reassuring. “Yes, damn you, it'll go 
off. Il learn you! Who in hell cares if it does go off? Oh, I'll learn 
you!” Finally the host reduced his guest to a condition of compar- 
ative quiet, which was announced by loud demands for a bed, which 
was promised immediately. Then I heard steps in the hall, a knock 
at the door, and when I opened it there stood the host announcing 
that he was sorry but that he had to put a man in with me for the 
night. I explained that he was not as sorry as I was—and that the 
man could not come in. He reiterated his regret and said that the 
man drunk and on the shoot and had to come in. This desc 
tion did not add to the attractiveness of the proposal and I ex- 
plained that I should lock my door again, put out my light, and 
shoot any man who tried to break in. Where the puncher slept that 
night I do not know, but I was left free. 

From Laramie to Cheyenne we took a 65-mile ride. We had five 
relays of horses and most of the time we went like the wind. When 
we got within three miles of Cheyenne I stopped to review the troops 
of the post, and in Cheyenne I got off my horse to ascend a stand 
and make a three-quarters-of-an-hour speech under the auspices 
of the veterans, as it was Decoration Day. I had very good horses 
and thoroughly enjoyed the ride. 

The following Monday we saw some first-clas 
riding of mean horses out at the Cheyenne fair grounds. After that 
the way home through Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois ind Indiana, though 
important and irksome, offered nothing of special interest in the 
telling. We visited Lincoln’s tomb at Springfield, dedicated a mon- 
ument to Lincoln at Freeport, and a hall to the old soldiers some- 
where else; and on Friday, the 6th, I reached Washington on the 
minute, having made the two-months-and-over trip without a 
hitch—which I think speaks well for the railroads. hfully yours,
